Peterson Says No Restric- 


tions On Articles For 


Public Use. 


The Supreme court 
Wednesday 


afternoon heard the arguments of 
the attorneys in the Standard OH 
company's injunction suit 
against 


the city of Lincoln, in which the oil 
company i» seeking to prevent, the 
city from operating: the municipal 
gasoline •U.tion. 
W. H. Herdman 


and Leonard Flansburg- presented 
the case of the oil company and C. 
P. Peterson, <Jity attorney, appeared 
for the city. 
The oil company contends 
that 
the municipal gasoline station is a 
private enterprise and the city, un- 
der the provisions of the state and 
federal constitution, is not author- 
ized to operate it. Peterson told the 
court that it had already decided 
the question when it upheld the 
city's right to establish and operate 
the city coal vards. In support of 
this he pointed to the decision o£ 
the Nebraska Supreme court in the 
Consumer* Coal company case. 
W. H. Herdman, in his opening 


argument, declared that this case 
was an action by a taxpaver. He 
questioned the right of the city to 
collect taxes for the purpose of es- 
tablishing and maintaining: a priv- 
ato enterprise unless some emer- 
gency existed. He declared that the 
vital question to be settled in the 
case wa» whether or not a city can 
engage in a purelv private enter- 
prise, if it can be declared there is no 
reason why the government cannot 
cater the groce.-y or drygoods busi- 
ness as well. Tiiat would be abso- 
lutely opposed to the 
theory on 


which the government of the United 
Htates Is founded. It would then be- 
come p-jrely socialistic, while the 
basic prii.ciples of the government 
are Individualistic, lie declared. 


Say* No Emergency Exists. 


It is the theorv of our government 


that the 
individual 
citizen 
may 
carry on any enterprise which, can 
be carried on without injurv to the 
general public, he pointed out. 
U 
an emergency exists, then the gov- 
ernment can enter the field of priv- 
ate enterprise tor the good of the 
people. .But in the sale of gasoline 
no emergency exists, he said. The 
city in its demurrer to the suit, ad- 
mits that there is no combination of 
dealers to either cut off the supply 
of gasoline or raise the price to a 
level where it would be prohibitive. 


Mr. Herdman cited a long list of 


court decisions \vhpre cities and 
states had been prohibited from 
entering such private enterprises as 
the selling of ice, the mining of 
coal, the manufacturing of various 
commercial 
articles. 
He 
dwelt 


principally on the recent decision of 
the Supreme court of South Dako- 
ta, which prohibited the state from 
establishing and operating gasoline 
stations. In tho cases where the 
right was granted, he p >inted out 
that emergencies had existed which 
Justified the government in taking 
charge of the situation to protect 
the welfare of tho public. If it were 


difficult to obtain an adequate sup- 
ply of gasoline in tho city of Un- 
.coln the operation of the munici- 
pal station would be viewed In ati 
entirely different light. 
Two tests have always bc«n ap- 


plied to determine 
the 
right of 


government to enter a private bun!- 
ness, riunsburg pointed out. They 
are that the commodity must be 
essential to the public welfare and 
there must be a difficulty in ob- 
taining that commodity. 


City's Contention. 


Mr. Peterson told the court that 


the constitution of Nebraska doee 
not restrict cities from selling any 
articles that may be (or public iuse. 
The only restriction in either is 
that private property may not be 
taken without due-process of law. 
This provision, he declared, has 
been interpreted by the courts to 
apply to the taxing power only. In 
answer to the 
argument 
of Mr. 
Herdman that only such enterprises 
as have been carried on in the past 
are public purposes, Mr. Peterson 
declared that in consideration of 
the progress of nations and govern- 
ment such a contention would be 
detrimental. The courts should al- 
ways leave an opening for growth 
and not rely.only on the past. Be- 
cause the sale of gasoline has not 
always been a public purpose, as 
have the sale of light and water, is 
no reason why it should not be now 
in the future. 


He declared that the South Da- 


kota declfilon has been misinter- 
preted. The question in that case 
was the right of the state to take 
money from the gasoline tax fund 
for the operation of the station, he 
said, rather than the right to oper- 
ate the station. - 


Mr. FlanHburjr denied that the Ne- 


braska Eupreme court had decided

Coal company decision. That de- 
cision was made on the legality of 
a city ordinance which had been 
passed •without an amendment to 
the city's charter. Afterwards the 
city charter was amended but the 
case was not again brought before 
the 'court.

Declares 


This Course Will Reduce 


Prison Population. 


(Associated Press.) 


Until wo center

of the criminal upon the basis of 
his individual problem, just so Icni^ 
will we continue to have crowded 
prisons and 3<UK C. A Burton, -n- 
mate of the Nebraska state peni- 
tentiary declared here today. 
Mr. 


Burton, who Is in chargro of the 
fingerprint and identification desk 
at the state prison, lists and idrn- 
ttfies each convict entering the in- 
stitution. 
He contended that crime is not a 
disease or degeneracy of the crim- 
inal but 
i<5 conditioned enLiiely by 
the circumstance* surrounding the 
growth and de^elopment of the 4n- 
dividual and his education. 
• "In a tjpical prison in c!i:s coun- 
try," he said, "the entire population 
numbers 630 persons and eighty ct 
these are serving life sentences, or 
approximately one m every eight 
prisoners. 
"Of these eighty who are serving: 


for life, only two received a college 
education, seven reached the fifth 
grade in school, twelve 
the 
the 
thiid grade and the balance had no 
schooling at all." 
This is almost indisputable evi- 


dence, he said, that educated and 
cultured 
peisons do not commit 
murder, but only those whose prim- 
itive passions have not been trained 
through education 
"\Ve cannot educate men by pun- 
ishment," 
he 
declared, 
"Three- 
quarters of a century of prison 
management In the United States 
support this contention 
Our in- 
mates, are after all, children grown 
up. many of them minus the train- 
ing of early childhood. When they 
are sent to prison we should give 
them what they missed in child- 
hood, an education, a trade and a 
definite 
training to meet the re- 
quirements of life. This would go 
far in developing whatever natural 
talents they may have. 
"In confinement, harsh treatment, 


poor food and 
the poss b 1 tv ot 
contracting life long, ill health we 
only breed hatred and desire 
foi 
revenge 
"The 
present 
custom in most 
states is to release prisoners virtu- 
ally destitute from the prisons 
It 
is obvious that the average pris- 
oner leaving the penitentiary has 
no real friends and stands alone 
He has an ill fitting suit of clothes 
and no credit 
Should he obtain 
work the 
dav of his release he 
probably could not pay his board 
and room with the $5 00 given him- 
As i a. no al rule most men wish 
to get as far from the 
prison as 


possible and use their $5.00 for thl» 
purpOMl. 
"This manner of i*I«uMner pris- 
oners is- largely responsible tor the 
situation known as repeating, thul 
is to ^.iy, a prisoner Is released 
practically 
penniless, 
friendless, 
jobless and \ery likely revengeful. 
He soon gets Into trouble and is- 
| returned t« tho prison a repeater 
lacking parole privileges. 
"Forty per cent of the prisoners 
being sent to prison today aie re- 
peaters and must serve their entire 
hentence. This accounts partly for 
the overcrowded condition In our 
prisons, it Is not a crime wave ''

October, 1925, will go on record 


aa the coldest October since the be 
ginning of state records in 1876 and 
with snowfall exceeded but once ac 
cording to Thomas A. Blair, of tho 
weather bureau. There was a de 
elded deficiency in sunshine, while 
precipitation, cloudiness, and hu- 
mdity were above normal and wine 
velocity below. 
The precipitation was fairly uni- 
formlj distributed throughout the 
month and averaged, between one 
Inch and two inches over the greater 
portion of the state, although many 
stations along the Missouri river 
and in scatterred areas in the cen- 
tral and western portions of the 
state reported less than an inch 
About three-tenths of the month^s 
precipitation 
fell in the form oi 
snow. Practically all the snow fel 
during the last decade, except In 
westein counties, where some snow 
was recorded during the latter part 
of the first decade The total snow- 
fall varied from slightly less than 
an inch in local areas in the centra 
portion of the state to 15 inches m 
the extreme 
northwestern corner 
The state average has been ex- 
ceeded but once in October during 
the past 37 vears of record. Thai 
was in 1906, when the total was 6 4 
nches. or 0.1 inch above the total 
for this vear. 
The mean temperature for the 
month, 40 S degrees, was the lowest 
during the 50 vears of sta'e record 
Previous to this vear the lowes' 
October means of record were 45 2 
degrees m 1SS7 and 45.3 degrees in 
1917. The month opened cold, fol- 
lowed by two davs of \varme 
weather in the eastern and southern 
portions of the state. 
Temperatures fell below norrna 
again on the 4th, and, with the ex- 
ception of a few mild davs at the 
beginning of the third decade, con- 
tinued well below the seasonal aver- 
age throughout the month.

THE GOLDEN FLOOD. 


Settlement of the Italian debt problem marks the 


successful conclusion of negotiations with ten of the 
litttiona owing America for credit 
advances 
made 


during tho world war. There are still nine debts un- 
founded. 


The ten nations which have already arranged to 


settle their obligations will pay America a' total of 
^7,383,134,000. The total amount of accrued interest 
and principal on the obligations or the nine nations 
which have not made arranguments for the payment 
c? their debts is $4,640,006,8S;. 


The figures baffle tlie imagination. 
When America finished the Civil war, tno 
out- 


standing indebtedness of the government at AVush- 
Ington was slightly in excess of a billion 
dollars. 


That was a staggering sum and its economic effects 
were visible for a considerable time. "With the solo 
exception of tho British empire, the 
nine nations 


which have funded their debts to this country have 
!<ltnder resources in land and natural wealth in com- 
parison to Uncle Sam. They include Belgium, Po- 
land, Lithuania, Latvia, 
Czechoslovakia, Bsthonla, 


1'lnland. Hungary, and Italy. Their combined area 
is less than half that of tre United States. The de- 
posits of minerals and oil to be found within their 
borders, the fertility of their soil, the ingenuity and 
their adaptability of their peoples arc not comparable 
to the United States. 


And yet these 
nine nations have contracted to 


l.ay the United States within the next sixty years a 
yum three tlmea larger than the total debt arising 
out of the Civil war. It does not require the services 
of a prophet to anticipate the economic conditions 
Of Europe for the next quarter of a century. Under the 
terms of the debt agreements, America will receive 
?, 18,253,623 in 1926 from the ten nations which have 
ulready funded the debts. That is nol a. large sum in 
international finance and yet ire Icnov.- that it will 
severely tax some of the smaller debtor nations to 
make their payment*. For the next 10 
years at 


least the struggle in Europe tvlll be a grim one. 
Urltain has been experiencing a taste of it. In all of 
those countries which have contracted to pay these 
debts, there will be a need of rigid economy, of xm- 
O.inilnished industry, of staunch resolution to see the 
thing through. America must understand this strug- 
gle which Europe will make. If she is the wise and 
Intelligent creditor, she will endeavor 
to 
visualize 


the brax'e struggle which some of those small coun- 
tries of Europe will be compelled to make In order 
to discharge their obligations. She will show them 
the utmost sympathy and will endeavor to aid them 
in every way possible, for the policy of extracting 
^very penny at the expense of European Hie and Eu- 
ropean influence will In the end prove extremely dis- 
astrous. 


In another way the payments to be made to tho 


United States are of groat concern. Since the close 
of the war America has been In possession of a very 
considerable portion of the world's supply of gold. 
"We were choked by it. Obviously all of the debtor 
tuitions cannot pay in gold and will have to settle In 
Kooda. 
The protective tariff policy of this country 


makes that an extremely difficult method of settle- 
ment. In 1526 America will receive $18,000,000 from 
the ten nations which have funded their dobts». Th^ 
following year it will be larger, and each succeeding 
year the sum xvlll be increased until principal an>l 
interest has been finally liquidated. 
The unsettling 


influences of these payments cannot bo fully antici- 
pated.

Although theie may be a few centralized commer- 


cial organizations favorable to the payment of a gov- 
ernment bonus to ship owners, the sentiment of the 
American

the second place it Is unfair to other industries and 
business to be compelled to carry such a burden for 
the benefit of a favored few. 


If it were not for the fact that manufacturers along 


the Atlantic coast have so long been enjoying govern- 
ment aid through the medium of the tariff, which has 
enabled them until recently to sell their goods at In- 
flated prices to American consumers while at" the 
same time shipping their surplus products abroad and 
disposing of them at much lo\or prices in compel i 
tion with the rest of the world, there would not be the 
shadow of an excuse for asking a subsidy. But the 
shipping interests sec these manufacturers 
getting 


theirs, and naturally the former would like to be tak- 
en care of also. 


The proposition has been coming up in one con- 


gress after another, but it never got through.

last time was in 1923, whezi an attempt was made to 
ram it through a "lame duck" 'congress. 
Notwith- 


standing it had white house support on that occasion, 
the opposition was sufficiently strong to defeat it. 


Instead of handing out Christmas gifts to owners 


of ocean vessels in the form of a cash bonus, the gov- 
ernment of the United States can do vastly more to 
help the merchant marine by Improving inland water- 
ways. The development of navigable channels In the 
Mississippi, Missouri and Ohio rivers and opening tho 
great lakes-St. Lawrence route will not only frive a 
big impetus to American shlppiinv by greatly aug- 
menting the tonnage of 
water-oorne 
freight, but 


it will at the same time bring the interior producing 
sections of the country into closer touch with the 
markets of the world and enable American producers 
to obtain better prices for what they have to sell. 


The idea that our national government is a sort of 


Santa Claus whose main business it is to hand out 
presents to big business interests which are able to 
take care of themselves flatly contradicts the Ameri- 
canprlnciple of a free field for all our citizens and no 
special favors. As a nation, we ought to be getting 
away rom subsidies of al! kinds, whether the bene- 
ficiaries be ship owners, manufacturers, railroads, 
farmers, or coal miners.

bag of game has failed to restore the range country 
to the conditions which existed i comparatively few 
years ago. 
Hunting has increased greatly In Ne- 


braska. 
Where there 
were a few 
hundred men 


tramping the sandhills five years ago, the improve- 
ment in roads and increasing accessibility of that 
section has doubled and trebled the number of hunt- 
ers. 
There were not so many prairie chickens and 


grouse in the sandhills last fall. Each year has seen 
a decrease in the number of birds. If extermination 
goes on at the present pace, it will not be 10 years 
before the prairie chicken and the grouse 
will be 


practically extinct. 


The impetus for a closed season of two years must 


come from those who hunt. There is little interest 
in game preservation from the g:cat mass of people. 
Unless the sportsmen take it upon themselves to in- 
terest the next legislature, it may be too late throe 
years hence.
